workers began a three-day strike here, South Africa's main financial 
and industrial center, today. It was the second time in the last three 
-weeks that they heve responded to a student call for a boycott to 


protest government racial policies. 


Initial reports said that the strike was 75 to 80-per-cent effective 
among the 250,000 daily commuters from the sprawling black township 
of Soweto, eight miles south of here. In addition, blacks living in the 


northern township of Alexandria, 
‘were reported to be respecting 
the strike appeal for the first 
time as Were some colored work- 
ers. 

But the strike failed to catch 
on in the administrative capital 
of Pretoria, where students had 
also issued pamphlets during the 
weekend calling for a walkout. 
There was no sign of its spread- 
ing to any of South Africa's other 
major industrial centers. 

Dash Government Hopes 


Still, the effect of the strike 
here was to dash government 
hopes and predictions thet the 
unrest sweeping the black and 
colored urban townships since 
mid-June was abating under stiff 
police measures and the opening 
of talks to discuss specific local 
grievances, 

So far, more than 330 Africans 
and colored have died in the 
worst racial disturbances in the 
recent history of the South Afri- 
can republic, whose apartheid 
system is now undergoing ifs most 
severe test. 

Meanwhile, more incidents of 
elvilians shooting blacks menac- 
ing their property were reported 
in Cape Town, where a total of 
seven Africans and coloreds died 
during the weekend, 

Last week, Minister of Justice 
James Kruger called upon whites 
to defend their own homes and 
businesses when they came under 
attack from rioting blacks or 


coloreds. It appears tbat this is 


now beginning to happen. 
Today, Cape Town was .eported 
relatively quiet after a long week 
of serious rioting and unrest in 
towns and cities throughout the 
Cape Province that resulted in at 
least 87 deaths.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (AP) — 
Bail was set today at $1 million 
for each of the five persons ac- 
cused of the weekend hijacking 
of a Trans World Airlines pas- 
tenger plane. 

The high bail, set by 8, federal 
magistrate over objections of 
defense counse}, was ordered dur- 
ing a lengthy court proceeding 
that started with the appearence 
of the alleged leader of the hi- 
jacking and his wife.

™men were arraigned on federal 
sir piracy charges in the 30-hour, 
transatlantic hijacking they car- 
ried out apparently without 
being armed.

Of U.S. Plane 


Are Missing

—~Five pieces of classified elec- 
tronic equipment, necessary for 
the operation af the weapons and 
target-tracking portions of the 
Navy's most advanced fighter 
plans, have vanished from the 
Oceana Naval Air Station com~- 
plex in Virginia. 

The equipment, valued at 
$400.00, was earmarked for two 
F-14 Tomcat jet fighters. The 
¥-14 is the only fighter believed 
capable of challenging one-on- 
ore the most advanced Soviet 
plane, the MiG-25 Foxbat, one 
of which was flown to a Japanese 
airport last week by a defecting 
Soviet pilot. 

The components, small enough 
to fit into a passenger car, were 
discovered missing Tuesday at 
Oceana. 

The components are described 
85 among the most sophisticated 
weapons, communications, radar 
and target “acquisition” electron- 
ic gear available to the U.S. mili- 
tary, according to 4. C, Ewers, 
pubic affairs officer at Oceana. 

Navy officials decline to term 
the disappearance a theft as of 
yet. Mr. Ewers said. 

“Stolen, Missing, or What’ 

“We just don’t know where it 
fs." he said. “We dont mow 
if it's been stolen or missing, or 
whet." 

Naval Investigative Services 
personne! are searching for the 
five packaged components, Mr, 
Evers said. 

On Friday, NiS officers search~ 
ed cars entering and leaving the 
Oceana station. No components 
were found, Mr. Ewers said. 

A check of base repair stations 
and supply depots failed to turn 
up the equipment, Mr. Ewers said, 
and no paper work was found 
indicating that the equipment 
had been moved from its shelf 
position to another location, he 
added. 

The sophisticated components 
were assigned to two F-14s that 
belong to Oceana's Fighter Squad~- 
ron 101, All five F-14 squadrons 
on the East Coast are based at 
Oceana. 

The F-14 carries Phoenix mis- 
siles and can launch six of them 
at the same time against targets 
ta different locations. 

‘The Foxbat can travel at three 
times the speed of sound, which 
is faster than the Tomcat. How- 
ever, the U.S. plane is regarded 
as being more maneuverable. 

The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot 
first reported the search for the 
equipment in its Sunday edition. 
It quoted “sources” as saying that 
the electronic gear would not be 
useful to someone who didn't 
have “a market" for it—meaning 
“semeane who wanted to discover 
the Navy's secrets," the paper 
said.

Is Optimistic on Future Ties

MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (NYT). — 
After 2 1/2 years as the U.S. 
ambassador to the Soviet Union, 
‘Walter Stoessel jr, who left his 
post today, is temperately op- 
timistic about the future of So- 
viet-U.S. relations. 

The mood prevails, he said in 
8. recent interview, despite the 
risks posed by a continuing arms 
race, rising military budgets and 
the Russians’ “inclination” to op- 
pose U.S, interests in many parts 
of the world. 

“It's hard to be very certain,”

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African Venture 


Dr. Kissinger’s journey to Africa is a ven- 
ture cnto difficult ground. It is not, how- 
ever. an “adventure” in the sense that word 
is usually applied nowdays in foreign affairs. 
In terms of the prestige of the secretary of 


State and the administration. it is chancy. 
The complications af racial issues in south- 
ern Africa. as well as the simplifications 
which pass for principles among the protag- 
onists, make the possibilities of success, fGr 
either short or iong term, painfully slim. Yet 
the need for injecting some outside rational- 
ity. of offering a bridge to parties separated 
by such wide and dangerous divisions, may 
make this Henry Kissinger's finest hour. and 
provide an instance of genuine courage on 
the part of Gerald Ford. 

Initiatives of this kind, launched during a 
presidential campaign. are generally and 
with a good deal of justice viewed with some 
suspicion, But quite obviously in the present 
case even success in Dr. Kissinger’s African 
diplomacy—some compromise hetween blacks 
and whites there—would bring blasts from 
conservatives certain the African whites had 
been sold down the Vaal River or radicals 
equacly sure that the black movement toward 
freedom had been deflected. 

The failure which could very likely ensue 
would reflect on Kissinger’s competence and 
pring renewed charges, ironically from those 
who complained of the U.S. role as “world 
peliceman,” that Africa had been too long 
ignored. And Jtummy Carter. who has been 
saying that the United States should take 
strong morai stands but abstain from inter- 
fering with foreign governments, would find 
a new argument for his program of virtue 
without risk. 

Yet the possibilities of a vast human 


tragedy in Southern Africa, with whites 
fighting blacks, and one black tribe or ideol- 
ogy fighting other black tribes and parties. 
with not only the governments lmaposed upon 
the indigenous Africans in chaos but the im- 
ported technologies on which so much of 
Africa's economy depends reduced to wreck~ 
age. are so urgent that whatever hope the 
Kissinger missica holds out must be sus- 
tained. 

The U.S. relationship to Africa has been 
@ peculiar mixture of intimacy and remnte- 
ness. For those blacks whose ancestors were 
brought to the United States as slaves, 
Africa is the homeland, where the eultural 
Toots—which have blossomed in 50 many 
forms in America—were planted. And US. 
trade and industry have many tles to that 
distant continent. 5 

But politically, the United States took 
almost no part in the colonization of Africa 
\Liberia is the sole and unusual exception:!. 
Africa was long regarded in Washington as 
a European responsibility, to a far greater 
extent than Asis or the Pacific islands, But 
that responsibility has limits. White south- 
exn Africa hes rejected it. The United 
States may just be abie—because its power 
is great and its previons recotd in Africa 
unmarred by the oid colonialism—to act as 
mediator. 

This may be Dr. Kissinger’s last major 
effort in personel diplomacy. His future in 
the State Department, whoever wins in No- 
vember, seems dim. It would he a happier 
farewell, perhaps. if the secretary were able 
to tackle some easier feat in some more prom- 
ising areas (although these are becoming 
steadily rarer). But the African journey, 
whatever its results, provides no mean climax 
to an extraordinary career.

Refarm in Spain 

The proposais for Spanish constitutional 
reform unveiled at the weekend still leave 
many questions unanswered. The reform 
plan announced by Adolfo Suarez, the Prime 
Minister, sketches only the broad outline of 
a new two-chamber parliament to be elected 
by universal suffrage by June next year. The 
relative powers of the two chambers are still 
not totally clear, although it seems likely 
to be slightly in favor of the lower house: 
nor is tt clear how the Prime Minister and 
his Cabinet would be appointed under the 
new system, 

More important still, the details of the 
electoral law, under which the vote will be 
erganized, are stili unknown. The provisions 
of the law, particularly those covering the 
right to hold meetings and demonstrations, 
freedom of speech, and the allocation of 
television and radio time, will he a key factor 
‘m assessing the legitimacy of the elections 
and the parliament that emerges fram them, 
For the moment, there is no indication as to 
how many parties will contest the elections. ..

According to statistics disclosed 
recently, an examination of 3,600 
items of one kind of product re- 
Sulted in the discarding of more 
than 2,000 as faulty. - 

Depends on Management 

In the Communist world, as in 
those nations where capitalism 
prevalis, different manufacturing 
enterprises maintain different 
standards of quality. Much seems 
to depend on the caliber of man- 
agement. 

‘Thus, a U.K. distributor recently 
tested and bought 300 Polish- 
built motorcycle frames, which 
met the standards. But he could 
find no Polish-made motorcycle 
engines of adequate quality to 
install in them. He finally bought 
the engines he needed in Taiwan, 
mating them in Britain with the 
Polish frames. 

Economists in both East and 
West see one of the main prob- 
Jems in Communist countries as 
the political necessity to provide

employment for every citizen. (An 
exception is Yugoslavia, where 
there is a chronic and enormous 
unemployment problem.' 

Thus, even the most inefficient 
and outdated plants are often 
kept in operation by the state 
simply to soak up labor—a prac- 
tice possible in a socia} system 
where there is supposed to be 
το such thing as bankruptcy. 

There is also 8. huge political 
increment in the management of 
Most Communist manufacturing 
enterprises, and jockeying for 
Power is often at the cost of ef- 
ficient production. 

The rosin criterion for success 
as a Communist manager is stu} 
the meeting or “overfulfilling” of 
the officialiy planned production 
Soals. Today, as a half-century 
ago, these achievements are still 
often measured purely according 
to the number of units produced, 
without taking into account the 
number that must be rejected 
later as unusable. 

Finally, the incentive for most 
people to work hard is small in 
Eastern Europe, because income 


is assured no matter. how poor’ 


the work, and there is always 
More money than goods, in any 
case. 

During the last year, some 
countries, notably Czechoslovakia, 
have reported official campaigns 
to thwart lazy workers who sneak 
out of their factories for most of 
the day. 

But despite signs that the So- 
vie Union and most of the other 
Communist nations in Europe 
Plan new campaigns to improve 
the quality of their products, 
many local experts are skeptical 
of the results.
